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SALMAGUNDI  CLUB 
BY-LAWS 

As  in  Effect  March  2,  1962 

ARTICLE  1 
Name 

Section  1.  The  name  of  the  Club  shall  be  Salmagundi  Club. 

Section  2.  The  objects  of  the  Club  are  the  encouragement  of  originality 
as  artists  among  its  members  and  the  advancement  of  art  of  all  kinds; 
the  encouragement  of  the  appreciation  of  art  by  the  public  by  all  available 
means;  to  provide  a  place  for  artist  members  where  they  may  meet  on  a 
professional  level  and  where  all  members  may  gather  socially  and 
culturally  in  furtherance  of  these  and  related  purposes;  to  provide  facili¬ 
ties  for  the  exhibition  of  paintings,  sculptures,  and  other  works  of  art 
and  to  bring  together  the  artist  and  lay  members  of  the  Club.  For  its 
charitable  purposes  it  renders  professional  and  financial  assistance  to 
indigent  artists. 

Membership 

Section  3.  The  membership  shall  consist  of  artists,  and  lay  members 
interested  in  art,  all  of  whom  shall  be  over  twenty-one  years  of  age. 

Section  4.  The  Club  recognizes  as  an  artist  one  who  practices  any  of 
the  arts  and  whose  work  is  approved  by  the  Art  Committee.  Condidates 
whose  work  is  so  approved  shall  be  eligible  for  admission  to  artist  mem¬ 
bership  of  such  classes  as  hereinafter  provided.  All  other  candidates  shall 
be  eligible  for  admission  only  to  lay  membership. 

Section  5.  The  artist  membership  and  the  lay  membership  of  the  Club 
shall  constitute  two  categories  within  each  of  which  there  shall  be  four 
classes  of  membership,  namely,  resident,  non-resident,  life,  and  honorary. 

Arfisf  Membership 

Section  6.  Artist  membership  shall  be  of  two  classes,  artist  member  and 
associate  artist  member.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  these  by-laws,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  Art  Committee  to  certify  each  candidate  for  artist 
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membership  to  the  Committee  on  Admissions  as  elegible  for  admission  to 
the  class  to  which  the  quality  of  his  work  in  the  judgment  of  the  Art 
Committee  entitles  him,  and  he  may  be  elected  only  to  that  class.  Artist 
members  and  assocaite  artist  members  shall  be  separately  enrolled  on  the 
club  records  and  shall  be  classified  under  the  branch  or  branches  of  art 
by  which  they,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Art  Committee,  are  qualified  for 
membership.  Members  shall  be  informed  of  their  class  and  classification 
upon  election  or  upon  any  change  thereof  but  general  dissemination  of 
information  regarding  the  class  and  classification  of  Artist  membership 
shall  not  be  made,  except  as  provided  in  the  succeeding  paragraph  of  this 
section  of  the  by-laws.  An  associate  artist  member  shall  be  entitled  to  all 
the  rights  and  privileges  of  an  artist  member,  except  ( 1 )  that  an  associate 
artist  member  may  not  hold  any  office  or  other  position  required  by  these 
by-laws  to  be  filled  by  an  artist  member,  and  (2)  as  provided  in  Article 
II,  Section  1,  of  these  by-laws. 

The  Art  Committee,  may,  by  a  vote  of  five-sevenths  of  its  members, 
recommend  that  a  member,  who  has  been  elected  as  an  associate  artist 
member  and  whose  work  has  been  accepted  in  five  juried  exhibitions  of 
the  Club,  be  enrolled  as  an  artist  member.  Upon  the  approval  of  the 
recommendation  by  the  Board  of  Directors  the  member  shall  be  so  en¬ 
rolled.  Notwithstanding  the  aforesaid  requirement  as  to  exhibited  work, 
the  Board  of  Directors,  upon  the  sole  recommendation  of  the  Chairman 
of  the  Art  Committee,  and  for  good  cause,  may  approve  the  enrollment 
of  an  Associate  Artist  Member  as  an  Artist  Member.  A  lay  member  who 
satisfies  the  Art  Committee  that  he  possesses  proper  qualifications  shall 
be  enrolled  as  an  associate  artist  member.  All  such  changes  of  classifica¬ 
tion  of  members  shall  be  reported  by  the  Art  Committee  at  the  regular 
meeting  of  the  Club  on  the  first  Friday  of  April,  or  at  the  adjournment 
thereof,  and  posted  for  at  least  thirty  days  thereafter. 

Reside72t  Members 

Section  7.  Resident  members  shall  be  those  residing  within  a  radius  of 
fifty  miles  from  the  City  Hall  of  New  York  for  an  aggregate  period  of 
three  months  or  more  in  any  Club  year,  excepting  only  active  officers  of 
the  Regular  Army  and  the  Navy,  who  shall  be  classed  as  non-resident 
members.  Any  member  having  a  place  of  business  in  New  York  City  shall 
be  classed  as  a  resident  member.  A  resident  member  desiring  transfer  to 
non-resident  membership  by  reason  of  removal  from  the  limits  specified 
shall  make  written  application  for  such  transfer  to  the  Board  of  Directors. 
The  resident  membership  shall  be  limited  to  six  hundred. 
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Non-Resident  Members 

Section  8.  Non-resident  members  shall  be  those  residing  and  maintain¬ 
ing  places  of  business  outside  the  limits  prescribed  for  resident  member¬ 
ship  in  Section  7  of  this  Article.  A  non-resident  member  who  moves 
within  the  said  limits  shall  thereupon  automatically  become  a  resident 
member  and  shall  be  required  to  pay  thereafter  the  dues  of  a  resident 
member:  and  if  he  shall  not  previously  have  qualified  as  a  resident  mem¬ 
ber  by  the  payment  of  the  entrance  fee  required  of  resident  members  of 
the  category  to  which  he  was  elected,  he  shall  pay  an  additional  entrance 
fee  as  provided  in  these  by-laws.  Non-resident  members  shall  not  be  eligi¬ 
ble  for  election  to  any  office  or  committee  of  the  Club. 

Life  Members 

Section  9.  Any  resident  lay  member  of  at  least  five  years’  standing  or 
any  resident  artist  member  of  at  least  ten  years’  standing  may  become  a 
lay  life  member  or  an  artist  life  member,  respectively,  upon  the  approval 
of  his  application  for  life  membership  by  the  Board  of  Directors  and 
upon  payment  of  an  amount  equal  to  ten  times  the  annual  dues  prescribed 
for  resident  lay  members  and  resident  artist  members,  respectively,  at  the 
time  of  such  approval.  Life  members  shall  be  exempt  from  the  payment 
of  dues,  but  shall  remain  subject  to  all  rules  of  the  Club,  and  to  the 
penalties  for  violation  thereof  provided  in  these  by-laws. 

All  sums  paid  under  this  section  shall  be  placed  in  a  reserve  fund  to 
be  held,  invested,  and  administered  by  the  Finance  Committee  as  provided 
in  these  by-laws. 

Honorary  and  Emeritus  Members 

Section  10.  Honorary  membership  may  be  conferred  by  the  Board  of 
Directors  on  any  person  for  whom  the  Club  wishes  to  express  its  respect. 
Honorary  members  shall  not  be  subject  to  the  payment  of  dues,  shall  not 
be  eligible  for  election  to  any  office  or  committee  of  the  club,  except  that 
honorary  members  who  have  been  resident  members  at  the  time  of  their 
election  to  honorary  membership  shall  retain  thereafter  all  the  privileges 
of  resident  membership. 

Section  10 A.  There  shall  be  a  class  of  membership  open  to  members 
of  the  Club  in  good  standing  to  be  known  as  emeritus.  The  Board  of 
Directors  shall  have  the  authority  in  its  sole  discretion  to  transfer  any 
such  member  from  his  class  of  membership  to  the  emeritus  class,  taking 


into  account  the  age  of  the  member,  duration  of  membership  in  the  club, 
ability  to  carry  the  financial  obligations  of  his  class  of  membership,  state 
of  health,  and  such  other  circumstances  as  the  Board  may  deem  pertinent. 

Any  member  transferred  to  the  emeritus  class  shall  enjoy  all  of  the 
privileges  of  membership.  He  shall  be  liable  for  all  house  charges  in¬ 
curred  by  him,  but  he  shall  be  relieved  of  the  obligation  to  pay  further 
dues  and  assessments. 

Leave  of  Absence 

Section  ll.  Any  member  desiring  to  be  relieved  from  active  member¬ 
ship  because  of  absence  from  the  continental  limits  of  the  United  States 
for  a  period  of  at  least  one  year  may  be  granted  leave  of  absence  with 
remission  of  regular  dues  by  Ae  Board  of  Directors  upon  written  applica¬ 
tion  stating  the  probable  duration  of  his  absence.  During  the  period  of 
such  leave  of  absence  he  shall  report  his  address  to  the  club  at  least  once 
a  year,  and  he  shall  be  subject  to  dues  of  five  dollars  a  year  until  the  time 
or  his  return  to  active  membership. 

Resident  members  on  leave  of  absence  shall  not  be  included  within  the 
limit  of  resident  membership  specified  in  Section  7  of  this  Article,  or 
counted  in  regulating  the  excess  of  artist  membership  over  lay  member¬ 
ship  prescribed  in  Section  12  of  this  article. 

Excess  of  Artist  Membership 

Section  12.  The  resident  artist  membership  shall  always  exceed  in 
number  by  twenty-five  the  resident  lay  membership.  When  the  excess  of 
the  resident  artist  membership  over  the  resident  lay  membership  falls 
below  this  number,  no  resident  lay  mcmberj  shall  be  elected  or  reinstated 
until  the  resident  artist  membership  again  reaches  this  majority. 

Section  13.  Without  in  any  way  affecting  the  provisions  of  the  pre¬ 
ceding  sections  of  this  Article  or  related  Articles  of  these  By-laws  as  to 
classes  of  membership,  the  method  of  electing  members,  their  qualifica¬ 
tions,  their  rights,  privileges  and  duties,  certain  individuals  may  become 
members  under  the  following  circumstances  and  in  the  following  manner: 

Upon  approval  of  their  recommendation  to  the  Board  of  Directors, 
those  persons  charged  with  the  duty  of  administering  the  funds  of  the 
trusts  and  disbursing  the  income  therefrom,  which  trusts  are  in  the 
custody  of  the  Club  for  the  benefit  of  artists  fulfilling  the  requirements 
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of  the  trust  provisions,  may  elect  qualified  individuals  designated  by  them 
for  one  year  to  the  class  of  membership  in  the  Club  for  which  recom¬ 
mended  without  the  formalities  required  by  other  provisions  of  these 
By-laws.  Such  members  shall  have  the  same  rights  and  privileges  and 
shall  be  subject  to  the  same  duties  as  other  members  of  the  class  to  which 
they  are  elected.  Such  memberships  may  be  renewed  upon  similar  recom¬ 
mendations. 


ARTICLE  II 

Exhihitions  and  Exhibitors 

Section  1.  Only  the  works  of  members  who  have  been  elected  to  artist 
membership  or  enrolled  therein  by  certification  of  the  Art  Committee 
shall  be  accepted  for  art  exhibitions  of  the  club  except  at  such  time  as  an 
exhibition  is  desirable  wherein  non-member  artists  are  permitted  to  exhibit 
or  submit  their  work.  Such  an  exhibition  may  be  ordered  at  a  regular 
meeting  of  the  club  at  which,  however,  the  quorum  shall  include  not  less 
than  twenty-five  resident  artist  members,  and  there  shall  be  required  the 
affirmative  votes  of  a  majority  of  the  resident  artist  members  present. 

Each  artist  member  shall  have  the  right  to  be  represented  annually  in 
at  least  one  exhibition  of  the  Club  designated  by  the  Board  of  Directors, 
except  that  artist  members  the  major  part  of  whose  work  is  in  branches 
of  the  fine  arts  other  than  painting  shall  not  have  the  right  to  be  repre¬ 
sented  in  exhibitions  of  paintings  but  may  be  granted  the  privilege  by  the 
Art  Committee.  An  associate  artist  member  may  exhibit  his  work  in  any 
exhibition,  but  ony  with  the  approval  of  the  Art  Committee. 

Section  2.  A  member  who  desires  or  group  of  members  who  desire, 
to  hold  a  private  exhibition  of  their  art  work  at  the  Club  must  obtain 
written  permission  therefor  from  the  Art  Committee  and  Committee  of 
Curators  upon  such  terms  as  may  be  specified  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

ARTICLE  III 

Meetings 

Section  1.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  Club  for  the  election  of  Directors, 
officers  and  committees  and  for  the  transaction  of  other  business  shall  be 
held  on  the  first  Friday  in  April  at  8:30  P.  M.  The  quorum  necessary 
for  this  meeting  shall  be  forty  resident  members. 


Section  2.  Monthly  Meetings — A  regular  meeting  of  the  Club  for  the 
election  of  members  and  the  transaction  of  other  business  shall  be  held 
at  8:30  P.  M.  on  the  first  Friday  of  each  month  except  July,  August  and 
September.  When  a  legal  holiday  falls  upon  the  first  Firday  of  a  month 
in  which  the  annual  or  regular  monthly  meeting  is  to  be  held,  the  meeting 
for  that  month  shall  be  held  on  the  second  Friday. 

Section  3.  Order  of  Business — The  order  of  business  at  regular  meet¬ 
ings  shall  be:  Reading  the  minutes,  reports  of  committees,  election  of 
members,  general  business. 

Section  4.  Special  Meetings — Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the 
president,  and  a  special  meeting  shall  be  called  by  the  corresponding 
secretary  at  the  written  request  of  not  less  than  ten  members,  upon  five 
days’  notice  in  each  case,  except  as  otherwise  provided  by  statute.  The 
quorum  necessary  for  a  special  meeting  shall  be  forty  resident  members. 

Section  5.  Quorum — Twenty-five  resident  members  of  the  club  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business  at  any  meeting  except 
as  otherwise  provided  in  these  by-laws  or  by  statute. 

Section  6.  Rules — The  rules  and  orders  of  Robert’s  Rules  of  Order 
shall  govern  the  conduct  of  meetings  when  they  are  applicable  and  not 
inconsistent  with  these  by-laws. 


ARTICLE  IV 


Voting 


Section  1.  Only  the  resident  artist,  associate  resident  artist  and  resident 
lay  members  of  the  club  shall  have  the  right  to  vote  at  any  annua  ,  regu  ar 
or  special  meeting  of  the  club,  except  as  otherwise  required  by  statute. 


Section  2.  Wherever  in  these  by-laws  a  quorum  specifically  is  fixe 
for  the  carrying  on  of  business  at  any  meeting  of  the  members,  i  is 
assumed  that  the  number  of  eligible  members  so  fixed  v/dl  be  ess 
one-third  of  the  members  eligible  to  vote.  In  the  event  that  e  nuin  e 
so  fixed  as  a  quorum  ever  becomes  more  than  one-third  of  e  mem  r 
eligible  to  vote,  then  the  quorum  shall  be  one  third  of  the  members  e  igi- 
ble  to  vote  but  in  no  case  shall  the  number  be  less  than  nine. 
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ARTICLE  V 
Directors 

Section  l.  The  affairs  of  this  Club  shall  be  managed  by  a  Board  con¬ 
sisting  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  twenty-five  Directors.  The 
Board  shall  be  composed  of  the  President,  First  and  Second  Vice-Presi¬ 
dents,  the  Treasurer,  the  Corresponding  Secretary,  Recording  Secretary, 
the  Chairmen  of  the  several  committees  provided  in  Article  VII  of  these 
by-laws  and  such  other  members  as  may  be  elected.  A  majority  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  shall  always  be  resident  artist  members.  Directors  shall 
be  elected  in  the  manner  set  out  in  these  by-laws  at  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  members  of  the  club  to  serve  for  one  year  and  until  their  successors 
shall  be  elected  and  qualified. 

Section  2.  If  the  office  of  any  director  becomes  vacant  for  any  reason, 
the  directors  in  office,  by  a  majority  vote,  may  choose  a  successor  who 
shall  hold  office  for  the  unexpired  term,  or  any  such  vacancies  in  the 

Board  of  Directors  may  be  filled  by  the  members  at  any  meeting  of  the 

members.  In  filling  any  vacancy,  as  thus  provided,  the  vacancy  of  an  artist 
member  shall  be  filled  by  an  artist  member  and  the  vacancy  of  a  lay  mem¬ 
ber  by  a  lay  member. 

Section  3-  In  addition  to  the  powers  by  these  by-laws  expressly  con¬ 
ferred  upon  them,  the  Board  of  Directors  may  exercise  all  such  powers 
of  the  Club  and  do  all  such  lawful  acts  and  things  as  are  not  by  law  or 

by  the  certificate  of  incorporation  or  by  these  by-laws  required  to  be  ex¬ 

ercised  or  done  by  the  members  or  officers. 

Section  4.  The  directors  shall  hold  their  meetings  at  the  Club’s  house, 
in  the  City  of  New  York. 

Section  5.  Regular  meetings  of  the  board  shall  be  held  monthly  except 
July,  August  and  September,  without  notice,  at  such  time  as  shall  be 
determined  by  resolution  of  the  board. 

Section  6.  Special  meetings  of  the  board  may  be  called  by  the  president 
on  three  days’  notice  to  each  director,  either  personally  or  by  mail  or  by 
wire:  special  meetings  shall  be  called  by  the  president  or  secretary  in  a 
like  manner  on  the  written  request  of  three  directors. 

Section  7.  At  all  meetings  of  the  board,  the  presence  of  a  majority  of 
the  entire  number  of  directors  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum 
and  sufficient  for  the  transaction  of  business  and  any  act  of  a  majority 
present  at  a  meeting,  at  which  there  is  a  quorum,  shall  be  the  act  of  the 


Board  of  Directors,  provided  (A)  that  the  members  constituting  the 
majority  present  include  a  majority  of  artist  members  of  the  board,  and 
(B)  except  as  may  be  otherwise  specifically  provided  for  by  statute  or 
by  the  certificate  of  incorporation  or  by  these  by-laws. 

Section  8.  The  board  may  remit  the  dues  of  any  member  for  such 
cause  and  for  such  time  as  it  may  deem  proper. 

Section  9.  No  sum  greater  than  fifty  dollars  shall  be  expended  for  the 
purposes  of  the  Club  without  prior  approval  of  the  president  of  the  board. 

ARTICLE  VI 
Officers 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  the  Club  shall  be  a  President,  a  First  and  a 
Second  Vice-President,  a  Corresponding  Secretary,  a  Recording  Secretary, 
and  a  Treasurer,  all  of  who  shall  be  Directors  and  all  of  whom  shall  be 
elected  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  club  and  shall  assume  office  at  the 
first  regular  meeting  following  their  election.  Any  vacancy  in  office  shall 
be  filled  for  the  remainder  of  the  term  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

The  Board  of  Directors  may  appoint,  and  designate  the  duties  of,  such 
other  officers  as  may  be  desirable  but  such  appointive  officers  need  not 
be  members  of  the  board. 

Preisdent 

Section  2.  The  president  of  the  Club  shall  be  an  artist  member  as  de¬ 
fined  in  these  by-laws.  He  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  members 
and  of  the  Board  of  Directors.  In  case  of  an  equal  division  on  any  question 
he  shall  cast  the  deciding  vote.  At  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Club  in 
he  shall  give,  in  a  written  report,  an  account  of  the  condition  of  the  Club. 
He  shall  be  ex-officio  a  member  of  all  committees  except  the  Jury  of 
Award. 

The  president  shall  be  the  chief  executive  officer  of  the  club  and  have, 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  these  by-laws,  general  direction  of  its  affairs. 

Jury  of  Award.— Within  two  weeks  after  he  assumes  office  in  May, 
the  president  shall  appoint  a  Jury  of  Award  of  eight  artist 
defined  in  these  by-laws  of  which  jury  the  first  vice-president  of  the  Club 
shall  sei^^e  as  chairman.  This  Jury  shall  award  such  Pf^zes  as  are  ottere 
in  the  club’s  exhibitions  except  prizes  for  which  a  different  method  ot

award  may  be  prescribed  by  the  donors  or  may  be  provided  in  special 
cases  by  the  Board  of  Directors.  No  member  of  the  Jury  of  Award  shall 
be  eligible  for  a  prize  awarded  by  it  or  be  considered  in  the  competition 
therefor. 

Section  3.  The  First  Vice-President  shall  be  an  artist  member  as  defined 
in  these  by-laws  and  the  Second  Vice-President  shall  be  a  lay  member.  The 
former  shall  discharge  the  duties  of  the  President  in  his  absence.  In  the 
absence  of  both  the  President  and  the  First  Vice-President,  the  officer  next 
in  the  order  enumerated  in  Section  1  of  this  article  shall  discharge  the 
duties  of  President. 

Corresponding  Secretary 

Section  4.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  receive  and  answer  all 
communications,  notify  members  of  their  election,  and  sign  all  notices 
issued  by  the  club  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  desig¬ 
nated  by  the  President  and  Board  of  Directors. 

Recording  Secretary 

Section  5.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  a  faithful  record  of  the 
preceedings  of  the  club  and  the  roll  of  members  and  shall  certify  the 
formal  documents  required  by  statute.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  act 
as  secretary  of  the  Finance  Committee. 

T  reasurer 

Section  6.  The  Treasurer  shall  deposit  all  sums  received  to  the  credit 
of  the  Salmagundi  Club  in  such  bank  or  trust  company  as  the  Board  of 
Directors  may  designate,  and,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Board  of 
Directors,  disburse  the  funds  of  the  Club  except  such  funds  as  are  placed 
in  the  custody  of  the  Finance  Committee  by  these  by-laws.  At  the  regular 
meeting  of  the  Club  in  May,  and  oftener  if  required,  he  shall  furnish  a 
written  report  on  the  state  of  the  funds.  His  accounts  shall  be  audited  at 
least  once  a  year  by  certified  public  accountants  selected  or  approved  by 
the  Board  of  Directors. 


ARTICLE  VII 
Committees 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Directors,  an  Admissions  Com¬ 
mittee,  an  Art  Committee,  a  Curators  Committee,  a  House  Committee,  a 


Library  Committee,  a  Public  Relations  Committee,  an  Entertainment  Com¬ 
mittee  and  a  NACAL  Committee. 

The  chairmen  shall  preside  at  the  meetings  of  their  respective  com¬ 
mittees  and  they  shall  present  at  the  regular  meeting  of  the  club  in  May 
a  written  report  of  the  work  of  their  committees.  The  chairman  of  each 
of  the  committees  enumerated  in  this  section  shall  be  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Directors. 

Committee  on  Admissions 

Section  2.  The  Committee  on  Admissions  shall  consist  of  ten  members, 
of  whom  the  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  be  one,  and  three-fifths  of  its 
members  shall  be  drawn  from  the  artist  membership. 

Recommendation  of  Candidates. — No  person  shall  be  admitted  to  mem¬ 
bership  in  the  club  unless  the  Committee  on  Admissions  shall  recommend 
him  for  election  after  he  has  been  proposed  by  some  member  not  belong¬ 
ing  to  that  committee  and  seconded  by  two  other  members.  The  Corn- 
mittee  on  Admissions  shall  receive  and  consider  all  communications  in 
reference  to  candidates  for  membership  and  make  a  careful  examination 
into  their  qualifications.  No  candidate  who  receives  more  than  one  nega¬ 
tive  vote  in  the  committee  shall  be  recommended  for  election,  and  no 
candidate  for  resident  membership  shall  be  recommended  unless  and  until 
he  is  personally  known  to  at  least  two  members  of  the  committee.  The 
proceedings  of  the  committee  shall  be  strictly  confidential. 

Letters  from  Proposer  and  Seconders. — The  Committee  on  Admissions 
shall  require  letters  as  to  the  qualifications  of  each  candidate  for 
bership  from  his  proposer  and  from  both  his  seconders,  and  no  candidate 
shall  be  considered  by  the  committee  unless  and  until  such  letters  are 
received. 

Candidates  for  Membership  Posted. — The  name  of  each  person  pro¬ 
posed  for  admission  to  membership,  with  his  residence  and  occupation, 
and  the  name  of  the  member  proposing  him,  and  the  names  or  the  two 
members  seconding  him,  shall  be  handed  to  the  Corresponding  Secretary 
and  be  posted  at  least  thirty  days,  and  the  name  of  each  candidate  re¬ 
commended  by  the  committee  for  election,  with  his  residence  and 
tion  and  the  category  and  class  of  membership  for  which  he  is  eligible, 
shall  be  submitted  to  the  ballot  of  the  Club  at  a  regular  meeting. 

Candidates  for  Artist  Membership. — In  addition  to  the  foregoing  the 
Committee  on  Admissions  shall  submit  the  name  of  each  can  1  a  e 
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artist  membership  to  the  Art  Committee,  which  shall,  if  it  considers  it 
necessary,  request  that  examples  of  the  candidate’s  work  be  submitted  to 
it  for  examination:  and  the  Committee  on  Admissions  shall  not  consider 
the  candidate  until  the  Art  Committee  shall  have  passed  upon  his  qualifi¬ 
cations  as  an  artist  and  determined  the  class  of  artist  membership  to  which 
he  may  be  elected,  as  provided  in  these  by-laws. 

Election  of  Members. — At  every  regular  meeting  of  the  Club,  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Admissions  shall  submit  upon  a  printed  ballot  the  names  of 
all  candidates  posted  as  provided  in  this  Article  and  recommended  by  it 
for  election.  The  residence  and  occupation  of  each  candidate  recommended 
and  the  category  and  class  of  membership  for  which  he  is  eligible  shall 
be  specified  on  the  ballot.  No  other  form  of  ballot  shall  be  used  in  the 
election  of  members. 

Rejection  of  Candidates. — Negative  votes  amounting  to  one-fifth  of 
the  number  of  ballots  cast  shall  reject  a  candidate,  but  any  candidate  so 
rejected  may  be  again  proposed  after  the  lapse  of  one  year 

Art  Coininittee 

Section  3.  The  Art  Committee  shall  consist  of  seven  resident  artist 
members.  The  Art  Committee  shall  determine  the  qualifications  of  each 
candidate  for  artist  membership  and  the  class  to  which  he  may  be  elected 
or  admitted  as  provided  in  these  by-laws.  When  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Art  Committee  the  advice  of  specialists  outside  the  Art  Committee  would 
assist  the  Art  Committee  in  determining  the  qualifications  of  a  candidate 
for  artist  membership,  for  example,  in  the  fields  of  music,  drama  or 
literature,  the  Art  Committee  may  seek  such  advice  from  whatever  source 
it  deems  desirable.  A  record  of  such  advice  shall  be  kept  and  made  avail¬ 
able  to  the  Board  of  Directors  and  the  Committee  on  Admissions. 

It  shall  arrange  and  control  such  art  exhibitions  as  may  be  approved 
by  the  Board  of  Directors  or  at  a  meeting  of  the  members  and  shall  issue 
all  notices  and  invitations  in  connection  therewith.  The  decisions  of  the 
Art  Committee  regarding  the  admission  and  display  of  works  of  art 
offered  for  exhibition  shall  be  final.  No  work  accepted  for  exhibition 
may  be  removed  from  the  Club’s  exhibition  galleries  without  the  written 
authority  of  the  Art  Committee,  unless  such  removal  be  under  its  super¬ 
vision. 

The  Art  Committee,  may,  by  a  vote  of  five-sevenths  of  its  members, 
recommend  that  a  member,  who  has  been  elected  as  an  associate  artist 
member  and  whose  work  has  been  accepted  in  five  juried  Exhibitions  of 


the  Club,  be  enrolled  as  an  artist  member.  Upon  approval  of  the  re¬ 
commendation  by  the  Board  of  Directors  the  member  shall  be  so  enrolled. 
Notwithstanding  the  aforesaid  requirements  as  to  exhibited  work,  the 
Board  of  Directors,  upon  the  sole  recommendation  of  the  Chairman  of  the 
Art  Committee,  and  for  good  cause,  may  approve  the  enrollment  of  an 
Associate  Artist  Member  as  an  Artist  Member.  A  Lay  Member  who 
satisfies  the  Art  Committee  that  he  possesses  proper  qualifications  shall 
be  enrolled  as  an  Associate  Artist  Member.  All  such  changes  of  classifica¬ 
tion  of  members  shall  be  reported  by  the  Art  Committee  at  the  regular 
meeting  of  the  Club  on  the  first  Friday  of  April,  or  at  the  adjournment 
thereof,  and  posted  for  at  least  thirty  days  thereafter. 

Committee  of  Curators 

Section  4.  The  Committee  of  Curators  shall  consist  of  five  resident 
artist  members.  It  shall  be  charged,  subject  to  the  supervision  of  the  Board 
of  Directors,  with  the  custody  and  placement  of  the  sculptures,  paintings, 
drawings,  and  other  art  property  of  the  Club  and  with  the  disbursement 
of  any  special  funds  provided  for  the  purpose  of  adding  to  the  Club’s  art 
collections  or  for  the  furnishing  and  decoration  of  the  clubhouse. 

The  Committee  of  Curators  shall  prepare  and  maintain  an  itemized 
inventory  with  appraised  valuation  of  all  the  art  property  of  the  club,  and 
it  shall  submit  this  inventory  to  the  Finance  Committee  whenever  it  is 
required  and  in  any  case  at  least  once  a  year.  None  of  the  said  art  property 
shall  be  taken  from  the  rooms  of  the  Club  or  its  arrangement  therein 
altered  except  with  the  permission  and  under  the  supervision  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  of  Curators. 

Entertainment  C ommittee 

Section  5.  The  Entertainment  Committee  shall  consist  of  not  more  than 
nine  members.  Subject  to  the  supervision  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  and 
m  cooperation  with  the  Art  and  House  committees  whenever  the  interests 
^nd  duties  of  these  committees  are  involved,  it  shall  have  charge  of  all 
entertainments  and  receptions  and  shall  issue  all  notices  and  invitations  in 
connection  therewith. 

Finance  Committee 

Section  6.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  resident  mem¬ 
bers.  Only  the  chairman  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 
The  term  of  office  of  the  chairman  of  the  committee  shall  be  one  year, 
and,  except  as  hereinafter  provided,  the  term  of  office  of  each  of  the  other 
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members  shall  be  two  years.  At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Club,  there  shall 
be  elected,  besides  the  chairman,  four  members  of  the  Finance  Committee, 
two  of  whom  shall  be  designated  to  hold  office  for  one  year  and  two  for 
two  years:  at  each  annual  meeting  thereafter  there  shall  be  elected,  besides 
the  chairman,  two  members  of  the  committee  to  hold  office  for  two  years. 
When  the  place  of  a  member  elected  to  serve  two  years  becomes  vacant 
by  any  cause  before  the  beginning  of  his  second  year  of  office,  his  place 
snail  be  filled  by  the  election  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Club  of  a  sub¬ 
stitute  who  shall  serve  for  the  remainder  of  the  unexpired  term.  The 
Finance  Committee  shall  elect  each  year  a  vice-chairman  who  shall  dis¬ 
charge  the  duties  of  the  chairman  in  his  absence.  The  Recording  Secretary 
of  the  Club  shall  act  as  secretary  of  the  Finance  Committee. 

The  Finance  Committee  shall  have  custody  and  administration  of  all 
securities  owned  by  the  Club,  of  all  its  trust  funds  except  those  for  which 
other  custody  is  prescribed  by  deed  of  gift,  and  of  the  reserve  fund  estab¬ 
lished  by  this  Article.  It  is  authorized  to  make  necessary  disbursements 
for  the  safekeeping  of  the  moneys  and  securities  held  by  it  and  for  the 
expenses  of  administration  of  the  income  thereof.  It  shall  have  full  power 
and  authority  to  dispose  of  any  securities  in  its  custody  and  to  invest  and 
reinvest  the  proceeds  and  the  income  thereof  in  securities  that  are  legal 
investments  for  savings  banks  in  the  State  of  New  York. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Finance  Committee  to  maintain  adequate 
insurance  coverage  including  fire  insurance  on  all  the  property  belonging 
to  the  Club,  and  for  this  purpose  itemized  inventories  with  appraised 
valuations  of  the  furniture  and  equipment,  the  art  property,  and  the 
literary  property  shall  be  prepared  and  maintained,  respectively,  by  the 
House  Committee,  the  Committee  of  Curators,  and  the  Library  Committee. 

Reserve  Fund. — The  reserve  fund  shall  consist  of  all  sums  received  as 
payments  for  life  membership  as  provided  in  these  by-laws:  of  the  income 
of  all  securities  owned  by  the  Club  and  of  all  trust  funds  for  the  income 
of  which  no  other  use  is  prescribed  by  deed  or  gift:  of  the  proceeds  of  the 
sale  or  redemption  of  all  securities  owned  by  the  Club  not  belonging  to 
trust  funds  for  specific  purposes:  and  of  such  other  sums  as  may  from 
time  to  time  be  placed  in  the  reserve  fund  by  resolution  of  the  Board  of 
Directors.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to 
receive  all  moneys  and  securities  placed  in  the  reserve  fund  and  to  invest 
and  reinvest  the  same  and  the  proceeds  thereof  in  securities  of  the  grade 
provided  in  this  section.  No  funds  shall  be  withdrawn  from  the  reserve 
fund  except  by  resolution  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Directors  and  approved 


at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  club  upon  the  same  notice  and  by  the  same 
vote  that  are  required  for  the  amendment  of  these  by-laws. 


House  Committee 

Section  7.  The  Houce  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  resident  members. 
It  shall  be  its  duty,  subject  to  the  su::ervision  of  the  President  and  Board 
of  Directors,  to  establish  and  enforce  house  rules,  to  appoint  and  dismiss 
all  employees,  to  order  purchases,  to  audit  invoices,  to  regulate  prices,  to 
receive  and  redress  complaints,  and  to  post  members  in  arrears  in  the 
payment  of  dues  and  house  accounts  as  provided  in  these  by-laws.  It  shall 
be  responsible  for  the  maintenance  of  good  order  in  the  Club’s  house  and 
for  the  enforcement  of  all  rules  relating  to  the  conduct  of  members  as 
provided  in  these  by-laws.  The  chairman  of  the  committee  shall  have 
access  at  all  times  to  the  accounts  of  members,  and  shall  have  the  privilege 
of  examining  the  accounts  of  the  treasurer. 

The  House  Committee  shall  prepare  and  maintain  an  itemized  inventory 
wiLh  appraised  valuations  of  all  the  furniture  and  equipment  of  the  Club 
not  specifically  placed  in  the  custody  of  the  Curators  and  Library  com¬ 
mittees,  and  it  shall  submit  this  inventory  to  the  Finance  Committee  when¬ 
ever  it  is  required  and  in  any  case  at  least  once  a  year.  None  of  the  said 
furniture  and  equipment  shall  be  taken  from  the  rooms  of  the  Club  v/ith- 
out  the  permission  of  the  House  Committee. 


Library  Committee 

Section  8.  The  Library  Committee  shall  consist  of  seven  resident  mem¬ 
bers.  It  shall  be  charged  with  the  custody  of  the  books,  unframed  prints, 
nianuscripts,  and  other  literary  property  of  the  club,  and  with  the  provi¬ 
sion  of  periodicals  for  the  club’s  reading  rooms.  It  shall  dirert  the  dis¬ 
bursement  of  all  funds  provided  for  the  maintenance  of  the  libraty  and 
reading  rooms  by  appropriation  from  the  general  funds  of  t  e  u  or 
raised  by  the  committee  for  this  purpose  by  such  methods  as  the  oar 
of  Directors  may  approve. 


The  Library  Committee  shall  prepare  and  maintain  an  itemized  in¬ 
ventory  with  appraised  valuations  of  all  the  books,  unframed  prints,  rnanu- 
scripts,  and  other  literary  property  of  the  Club,  and  it  shall  submit  this 
inventory  to  the  Finance  Committee  whenever  it  is  required  ^ 

case  at  least  once  a  year.  None  of  the  said  literary  property  shall  be  t^.en 
from  the  rooms  of  the  Club  without  permission  of  the  Library  Committee. 
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Public  Relations  Committee 

Section  9-  The  Public  Relations  Committee  shall  consist  of  at  least  five 
members,  subject  to  the  supervision  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  in 
cooperation  with  the  Entertainment  Committee  it  shall  have  charge  of  all 
activities  aimed  at  bringing  the  Club  to  the  attention  of  the  public,  both 
Artistic  and  Lay,  with  the  object  of  attracting  Members  and  otherwise 
spreading  interest  in  the  aims,  achievements  and  ideals  of  the  Club.  Should 
any  question  arise  as  to  the  power  of  the  Committee  the  decision  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  shall  be  conclusive. 

Section  10.  The  NACAL  Committee  shall  consist  of  at  least  five  mem¬ 
bers,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  direct  the  program  of  the  Club  as  liason 
with  and  consultant  to  the  United  States  Navy  in  all  phases  of  its  art 
requirements. 

Meeting  of  Committees 

Section  1 1 .  The  committees  of  the  Club  shall  meet  on  the  call  of  their 
respective  chairman,  but  the  Admissions,  Art,  and  Entertainment  com¬ 
mittees  shall  meet  at  least  once  in  each  month  except  July,  August  and 
September,  and  the  House  Committee  at  least  once  in  each  month  through¬ 
out  th  year. 

Delinquent  Members  of  Committees 

Section  12.  Upon  the  reports  of  the  chairman  of  any  committee  that  a 
member  of  his  committee  has  failed  to  attend  three  consecutive  meetings, 
the  Board  of  Directors  may  remove  the  deliquent  and  appoint  another 
member  to  serve  in  his  place. 

ARTICLE  VIII 
Nominations  and  Elections 

Section  1 .  Nominating  Committee. — At  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Club 
in  December  a  Nominating  Committee  of  seven  resident  members  shall 
be  elected.  Individual  members  may  be  nominated  for  this  committee  by 
resolution  offered  and  seconded  on  the  floor  of  the  meeting,  and  the 
names  of  members  so  nominated  shall  be  conspicuously  displayed  before 
and  during  the  election.  Each  member  present  shall  receive  a  ballot  on 
which  he  shall  write  the  names  of  seven  members  for  whom  he  desires 
to  vote,  whether  nominated  as  above  provided  or  not,  and  no  votes  shall 
be  counted  except  those  recorded  on  the  ballots  provided  by  the  club  for 
this  purpose.  The  seven  eligible  members  receiving  the  seven  largest  votes 


shall  constitute  the  Nominating  Committee,  and  the  member  receiving  the 
highest  number  of  votes  shall  act  as  chairman  of  the  committee.  No  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  be  eligible  to  serve  on  the  Nominating 
Committee. 

Section  2.  Nomination  and  Election  of  Directors,  Officers  and  Com- 
mittees. — Before  the  first  Friday  in  March  the  Nominating  Committee 
shall  post  a  list  of  members  qualified  under  these  by-laws  and  selected 
by  them  to  be  voted  on  as  directors,  officers  and  chairmen,  vice-chairmen 
and  members  of  committees  at  the  annual  meeting.  Independent  nomina¬ 
tions  for  any  or  all  places  may  be  made  by  petition  signed  by  at  least  ten 
members  and  delivered  to  the  Recording  Secretary  for  posting  at  least  ten 
days  in  advance  of  the  date  of  the  annual  meeting.  The  nominations  of 
the  Nominating  Committee  and  any  independent  nominations  so  made 
shall  be  printed  on  the  ballot  provided  by  the  Club  for  use  in  the  election. 
A  majority  of  the  votes  cast  for  each  position  shall  be  necessary  to  elect. 
The  election  shall  not  be  valid  if  less  than  forty  ballots  are  cast,  and  in 
that  case  the  annual  meeting  shall  be  adjourned  for  two  weeks  and  a 
notice  of  the  adjourned  election  shall  be  sent  to  all  resident  members. 

Section  3.  Nomination  of  Qualified  Members. — ^The  phrase  members 
qualilied  under  these  by-laws”  used  in  Section  2  of  this  Article  is  intended 
to  embrace  the  qualifications  required  by  these  by-laws  (a)  for  member¬ 
ship  on  the  Board  of  Directors,  (b)  for  the  several  officers,  (c)  for 
chairmen,  vice-chairmen  and  members  of  the  several  committees  of  the 
Club. 

The  Nominating  Committee  shall  be  charged  with  the  duty  of  deter¬ 
mining  that  members  nominated  for  the  Board  of  Directors,  as  officers, 
and  as  chairmen,  vice-chairmen  and  members  of  the  several  committees  of 
the  club,  satisfy  the  provisions  as  to  class  of  membership  as  well  as  all 
other  provisions  of  these  by-laws  as  to  the  requisite  qualifications. 

ARTICLE  IX 

Entrance  Pees,  Dues  and  Privileges  of  Members 

Section  l.  Entrance  Fee.— No  entrance  fee  shall  be  required  from 
candidates  elected  to  artist  membership.  Each  candidate  elected  to  resident 
lay  membership  shall  pay  an  entrance  fee  of  sixty  dollars,  and  each  candi¬ 
date  elected  to  non-resident  lay  membership  shall  pay  an  entrance  ee  o 
thirty  dollars.  Payment  of  the  entrance  fee  shall  be  made  wit  in 
thirty  days  after  the  candidate  is  notified  in  writing  of  his 
ifi  default  thereof  his  election  shall  be  void,  except  that  t  e  oar  o 
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Directors  may  extend  the  time  for  payment  for  a  further  period  of  not 
more  than  three  months.  Any  lay  member  who  shall  have  been  elected  and 
shall  have  qualified  as  a  non-resident  member  as  provided  in  these  by-laws 
and  who  shall  thereafter  come  within  the  limits  of  resident  membership 
as  defined  in  these  by-laws  shall  thereupon  pay  an  additional  entrance  fee 
of  thirty  dollars,  and  thereafter  the  dues  required  of  a  resident  lay 
member:  and  in  default  of  payment  of  the  additional  entrance  fee  within 
Airty  days  after  such  member  has  been  notified  in  writing  of  the  change 
in  his  classification,  he  shall  be  subject  to  suspension  from  the  privileges 
of  membership,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

All  sums  paid  under  this  section  shall  be  used  for  the  general  purposes 
of  the  Club,  unless  otherwise  directed  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Dues 

Section  2.  The  annual  dues  of  members  of  all  classes  shall  be  fixed  by 
action  of  the  Board  of  Directors.  Such  action  shall  not  be  taken  unless  a 
proposal  of  the  Board  to  increase  the  dues  of  the  members,  or  any  category 
of  them,  shall  first  be  presented  for  discussion  and  voting  on  notice  at  a 
stated  monthly  meeting  of  the  members  preceding  the  meeting  of  the 
Bo.vd  at  which  the  proposal  to  fix  the  dues  shall  be  acted  upon. 

Assessments 

Sec  nON  3.  In  addition  to  payment  of  dues  resident  lay  and  artist  mem- 
bent,  of  over  tv/o  years  standing  shall  be  contingently  liable  for  assess- 
metits  as  follows:  should  the  Club’s  expenses  for  any  fiscal  year  exceed 
its  /income  from  dues  and  net  operating  revenues,  then  such  net  deficit 
shall  be  assessed  against  the  said  members  on  a  pro-rate  basis  not  to  exceed 
$100.00  to  any  member. 

Payment  of  Dues 

Section  4.  The  Club  year  shall  commence  on  the  first  day  of  April.  The 
quarterly  dues  of  resident  members  shall  be  payable  in  advance  on  April 
first,  July  first,  October  first,  and  January  first.  The  semi-annual  dues'  of 
non-resident  members  shall  be  payable  in  advance  on  April  first  and 
October  first.  A  member  elected  or  reinstated  in  any  month  other  than 
these  in  v/hich  the  quarterly  or  semi-annual  dues  of  his  class  are  payable, 
shall  pay  dues  for  the  current  period  proportionate  to  the  remainder  of 
the  period. 

Section  5.  Penalty  for  Non-Payment. — If  the  quarterly  or  semi-annual 
dues  of,  or  assessment  levied  on,  a  member  be  not  paid  within  thirty  days 


of  the  date  on  which  they  are  due,  the  House  Committee  shall  post  the 
name  of  such  delinquent  member  and  the  amount  of  his  unpaid  dues  or 
assessment  on  the  bulletin  board  of  the  Club.  The  House  Committee  shall 
notify  the  delinquent  member  in  writing  of  such  posting,  with  a  warning 
that  if  his  dues  or  assessment  remain  unpaid  at  the  end  of  fifteen  days 
from  the  date  of  such  notice,  the  circumstances  shall  be  reported  to  the 
Board  of  Directors,  which  may,  in  its  discretion,  suspend  such  delinquent 
member  or  drop  him  from  membership. 

Section  6.  Payment  of  indebtedness. — Except  as  provided  in  this  Arti¬ 
cle,  indebtedness  of  members  of  the  Club  other  than  for  annual  dues  and 
assessments  shall  be  payable  on  the  first  day  of  the  month  after  it  is 
contracted,  on  which  day,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  may  be  convenient,  a 
bill  therefor  shall  be  rendered  to  the  members. 


Section  7.  Penalty  for  Non-Payment.— If  such  indebtedness  be  not 
paid  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  the  following  month,  unless  it  shall 
amount  to  less  than  five  dollars,  with  the  dues  and  assessments  of  the 
member  fully  paid,  the  House  Committee  shall  notify  the  delinquent 
member  in  writing  that  his  name  and  the  amount  of  his  indebtedness  re¬ 
mains  unpaid  at  the  end  of  ten  days  from  the  date  of  such  notice,  and  in 
the  event  of  non-payment  at  the  expiration  of  this  period,  such  posting 
shall  be  made  by  the  House  Committee.  Thereafter  and  until  his  indebted¬ 
ness  shall  be  paid  in  full,  the  House  Committee  may,  in  its  discretion, 
refuse  such  delinquent  member  further  credit  or  supplies,  and  the  House 
Committee  shall  report  the  circumstances  to  the  Board  of  Directors,  which 
m^y,  in  its  discretion,  suspend  the  delinquent  member  or  drop  h^  from 
membership.  Upon  special  application  made  in  writing  by  any  delinquent 
member,  showing  good  cause  therefor,  the  Board  of  Directors  may  e^rten 
the  time  for  payment  of  his  indebtedness  upon  such  terms  as  may,  ^n  ^ 
discretion,  be  specified,  and  may  instruct  the  House  Comniittee  meanwhile 
to  omit  the  posting  and  to  extend  the  credit  of  such  delinquent  member. 


Section  8.  Credit  of  Members.— The  Board  of  Directors  shall  have  fdl 
>ower  to  withhold  credit  from  any  member  at  any  time,  and  to  extend  the 
redit  of  any  member  at  any  time.  Whenever  the  indebtedness  of  a  mem- 
>er  other  than  for  dues  and  assessments  reaches  the  sum  of  fitty  dohars, 
he  House  Committee  may  send  him  a  bill  therefor  t 

lemand  for  payment  within  five  days  of  the  date  of  such  bi  h  an  i 
«  not  paid  within  this  period,  the  House  Committee  may  m 
uspeno  the  credit  of  the  member  until  the  amount  of  his  in  e 
hall  be  paid  in  full 
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Section  9.  Receipt  and  Deposit  of  Funds. — All  sums  due  the  Club  shall 
be  paid  at  the  office  of  the  club. 

Section  10.  Resignation  of  Members. — A  member  whose  dues  and 
other  indebtedness  to  the  Club  are  fully  paid  may  withdraw  at  any  time, 
but  he  must  present  his  resignation  in  writing  to  the  Corresponding  Secre¬ 
tary  before  the  expiration  of  the  quarterly  or  semi-annual  period  at  the 
end  of  which  his  resignation  is  to  become  effective.  The  Board  of  Direc¬ 
tors,  however,  shall  not  accept  the  resignation  of  a  member  so  long  as 
any  portion  of  his  dues,  assessments  or  other  indebtedness  to  the  Club 
remains  unpaid.  However,  during  the  pendency  of  action  on  such  resigna¬ 
tion  payment  of  any  further  dues  may  be  waived  by  the  Board  of  Direc¬ 
tors.  No  refund  of  dues  shall  be  made  by  reason  of  the  withdrawal  of  a 
member  before  the  expiration  of  a  quarterly  or  semi-annual  period. 

Section  11.  Reinstatement  of  Members. — Members  dropped  or  ex¬ 
pelled  from  membership  cannot  be  reinstated,  but  must  be  again  proposed 
for  membership  and  elected  as  provided  in  these  by-laws:  but  a  member 
who  has  resigned  in  good  standing  as  provided  in  this  Article  may  be 
reinstated  by  the  Board  of  Directors  without  payment  of  entrance  fee 
provided  his  application  is  approved  by  the  Committee  on  Admissions 
after  having  been  posted  for  not  less  than  thirty  days. 

Section  12.  Visitors. — A  member  in  good  standing  may  extend  the 
privileges  of  the  Club  for  one  day  to  persons  residing  within  fifty  miles 
of  the  City  Hall  of  New  York,  provided  the  member  personally  introduce 
such  visitor  and  records  his  name  and  residence  in  a  book  which  shall  be 
maintained  in  a  conspicuous  place  for  that  purpose.  Such  visitor  shall  not 
be  again  introduced  by  any  member  before  the  expiration  of  one  month. 

At  the  request  of  a  member  in  good  standing,  any  member  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  may  issue  to  a  person  not  residing  within  fifty  miles 
of  the  City  Hall  of  New  York  a  card  of  invitation  entitling  him  to  the 
privileges  of  the  Club  for  two  weeks,  subject  to  renewal  for  a  further 
period  of  two  weeks  in  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of  Directors.  The  name 
and  residence  of  such  visitor  shall  be  recorded  in  the  visitor’s  book,  and 
shall  also  be  posted  in  a  conspicuous  place,  together  with  the  name  of  the 
member  introducing  him  and  the  date  on  which  his  card  of  invitation 
became  effective.  Such  visitor  shall  not  be  again  introduced  by  any  mem¬ 
ber  within  three  months  of  the  expiration  of  the  period  of  his  invitation. 

A  member  who  introduces  a  visitor  in  the  Club  shall  be  responsible  for 
any  indebtedness  incurred  by  him. 


The  Board  of  Directors  may  offer  the  privileges  of  the  club  to  any 
stranger  of  distinction,  and  may,  for  cause,  cancel,  revoke,  or  extend  any 
invitation  issued  by  themselves  or  by  a  member. 

Section  13.  List  of  Members. — A  complete  list  of  the  members  of  the 
Club  shall  be  kept  posted  in  a  conspicuous  place,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Recording  Secretary  to  enter  the  names  of  new  members  on  the  said 
list  immediately  after  they  qualify  and  to  remove  the  names  of  members 
deceased  or  resigned  or  dropped  from  membership.  In  such  posted  list  of 
members,  and  in  any  list  published  by  the  Club  in  its  yearbook  or  other¬ 
wise,  the  names  of  the  artist  membership  shall  be  designated. 

ARTICLE  X
